Under Death Sentence. 

Mooney is under death sentence 
at an indefinite date for murder ip 
connection with the preparedness 
parade bomb explosion which killed 
10 persons here July .22, 1916. His 
case, while traveling through the 
channels of the California courts, 
which denied his petition for a new 
trial, became international in scope 
and was made the subject of a spe- 
clal investigation by a presidential 
commission, which recommended a 
new trial.

Stephens three 
requesting that executive clemency 
be extended Mooney: The Governor 
has announced that he awaited the 
course of legal proceedings before 
acting. 

“Nearly two years have elapsed 
since the explosion, and four trials 
have been had,” the brief :today
